Mr. Chairman,  Mrs. Harvey  and  Gentlemen,  • ' 

I have  the  honour,  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental 
Health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  ydar  1970.  It  has  been  compiled 
in  accordance  vith  instructions  circulated  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security. 

It  is  my  tenth  Report  to  you. 

There  was  little  Infectious  Disease  during  the  year.  Four  cases  of 
Infectious  Hepatitis  (Catarrhal  Jaundice)  were  notified  during  the  year. 
There  were  two  cases  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Hepatitis  is  an  illness  of  short  duration  principally 
affecting  young  people  often  school  children  or  pre-school  children.  It 
is  caused  by  invasion  of  the  body  by  a Filter-Passing  Virus, 

After  entry  into  and  commencement  of  infection  in  the  body,  the 
disease  does  not  manifest  itself  clinically  for  about  a month.  The  illness 
is  transmitted  from  a case  to  a non-imraune  susceptible  contact,  possibly 
through  contamination  of  food  and  water  by  soiled  hands.  Strict  personal 
hygiene  is  therefore  of  the  greatest  importance  in  the  prevention  of  this 
kind  of  Jaundice. 

I would  like  to  point  out  that  Infectious  Hepatitis  can  be 
communicated  by  blood  transfusion  and  people  who  have  actually  suffered 
from  the  disease  should  never  become  blood  donors  and  contacts  of  cases 
of  the  illness  should  not  give  blood  for  six  months. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  Urban  District,  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  are  given  on  page  5 and  are  satisfactory. 

Negotiations  are  at  present  taking  place  between  the  County  Health 
Auithority  and  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  Desborough  and  Rothwell 
area,  concerning  the  possibility  of  establishing  a Health  Centre  to 
serve  the  population  of  these  two  towns. 
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In  April  the  Northamptonshire  Rat  Control  Committee  decided  to 
set  up  five  District  Committees  and  the  Regional  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  recommended  that  the  Urban 
District  of  Desborough  be  included  in  Committee  No. 4 which  also  comprises 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer,  Corby,  Rothwell  and  VJ ellingbo rough 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Kettering  and  Wellingborough  and  Kettering 
^^unicipal  Borough, 

Sections  C,  D and  E of  this  Report  have,  as  usual,  been  submitted 
by  Mr. J. Holds worth  who  hes  acted  as  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  this  Urban  District  since  February,  1953.  Mr.Holdsworth 
retired  in  May  of  this  year  and  I would  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  happy  relationship  that  has  existed  between  his 
office  and  the  Area  Health  Office  in  the  years  that  I have  been  in 
charge.  ^^^,Holdsworth  received  a presentation  from  the  Chairman  of 
the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Members  and  Officers  and  takes  with 
him  the  good  wishes  of  everybody  for  his  retirement. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  Mr.Holdsworth  and 
Miss  Langley,  my  Secretary,  for  their. help  in  the  preparation  of 
this  Report.  •

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COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  POPULATION.  The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population  (1969)  was  5,070  and  that  is  90  more  than  the  raid-year 
estimate  for  1969.  The  figure  represents  an  increase  of  515  in 
the  census  figure  (4,555)  of  April,  1961, 

2.  BIRTHS.  There  were  I06  live  births  in  1970  that  is  1 6 more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  20.9  per  1,000 
head  of  population.  This  rate,  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the 
age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population,  gives  an  adjusted  rate 
of  27.0.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected  birth  rate  is  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability 
Factor.  The  factor  for  Desborough  is  1 .29.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
of  27.0  for  1970  compares  with  the  rate  of  23.3  for  1969  and  the 
provisional  crude  rate  for  England  and  VJales  of  16,0  per  1,000 
head  of  population, 

3.  DEATHS.  There  were, 62  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1970,  that  is  5 
more  than  in  1969,  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  12.2  and  an  adjusted 
rate  of  10.7  per  1,000  head  of  population.  The  Comparability  Factor 
in  this  case  for  Desborough  is  0.88,  The  provisional  crude  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.7 

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD.  Of  the  62  deaths  during  the  year,  52  bodies 
were  disposed  of  by  cremation  at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium, 
giving  a percentage  of  83.8. 

5.  IIIFAI'n'ILE  ^ORTALITY.  There  was  one  death  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  9.4.  There  were  no 
Neonatal  Deaths.  The  Infant  Ifertality  Rate  and  Neonatal  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  were  18.0  and  12.0  respectively.  The  cause  of 
death  was  as  follows ;-

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to 
infectious  diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District, 
for  which  services  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health 
and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Morthamptonshire  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services 
under  Part  III  of  the  1946  National  Health  Service  Act* 

Liaison  between  C-ouhty  Council  services  and  District  Council  services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a 
School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northan^jton  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of 
infectious  diseases.  Seven  faeces  specimens  were  examined  during  19  70. 

AMBULAiNCE  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  assisted  by  the  St. 

John  Ambulance  Brigade, 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES. 

Those  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are 
all  highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is 
proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries 
during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to 
remain  in  their  own  homes,  so  that  they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

CHIU)  VJELFARE  CENTRE. 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  in  every  month  at 
The  Clinic,  39  Station  Road.  These  clinics  are  busy  and  their  popularity 
is  largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  dedicated  work  of  the  Voluntary 
Committee.  A Medical  Officer  attends  both  of  these  sessions.  In  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department  a clinic  which  provides 
facilities  for  the  teaching  of  parentcraft  and  relaxation  to  expectant 
mothers,  is  held  on  each  lionday  afternoon  at  2 p.m.  at  The  Clinic, 

VJelfare  Foods,  (National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  &c, ) 
arc  distributed  at  The  Clinic  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday  afternoons  from 
2 p.m.  to  4 p.m. 

IM^faSAIION  AND  VACCINATION. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and 
Tetaiius  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either 
from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age 
groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.C.G,  vaccination  to  protect  against 
Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service. 
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A vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is  now 
available  and,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health 
Department,  a campaign  for  the  control  of  and,  it  is  hoped,  ultimate 
eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968. 

TREATMENT  CExNTRES  AMD  CLINICS. 

(a)  Chest  Clinic  - Out-patient  Department,  General  Hospital, 

Kettering  - Friday  9 a.m.  2nd  & Ath  Monday 
in  the  month  at  4 00  p.m. 

(b)  Venereal  Diseases  - Out-patient  Department,  General  Hospital, 

Kettering,  Tuesday  - Females  430-530p 
Males  5 30  - 6 30  p 

Clinics  are  held  weekly  and  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Oxford  - 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

GERIATRIC  CLIHC. 

-This  clinic,  which  is  conducted  by  a local  General  Practitioner, 
was  commenced  in  September,  1966,  and  the  following 'details  have  been 
supplied  by  him. 

The  clinic  is  held  once  monthly  at  the  Welfare  Clinic  in  Station 
Road,  Des borough.  The  patients  attending  are  selected  by  the  Doctor 
from  his  rational.  Health  Sei*vice  List  and  rs  r gener-  l rule 
consist  mainly  of  old  people  with  chronic  diseases  who  live  alone. 

Many  of  the  patients  have  been  in  the  care  of  the  Geriatric  Department 
at  St.I4ary*s  Hospital,  Kettering, 'The  average  attendance  is  about-  . 
sixteen. 

Each  new  patient  is  given  a phj^ical  check  - blood  pressure, 
urine  test,  rough  eye  test  and  haemoglobin  estimation.  Further 
investigation  is  made  where  necessary. 

All  patients  attending  need  transport  and  this  is  provided  by  a 
mini -bus  hired  from  a local  garage,  and  paid  for  by  a grant  from  the 
Iforthamptonshire  County  Council.  A voluntary  worker  travels  with  the 
bus. 

The  Doctor  is  assisted  at  the  Clinic  by  a Health  Visitor  and 
a District  Nurse  who  deal  vjith  any  social  problems,  financial  help 
<§cc.  and  assist  the  Doctor  in  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the 
patients.  A cup  of  tea  is  provided  and  some  simple  health  education 
is  given  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

These  clinics  are  suceessful  in  the  view  of  the  Doctor  who 
conducts  them  and  they  ease  the  load  of  Geriatric  visiting  which 
is  considerable  in  this  area. 
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TOWN  \^^ELFAHE  COMMITTEE. 


This  voluntary  committee  aims  at  the  relief  of  the  aged,  sick  and 
needy  in  the  Town.  Over  700  home  and  hospital  visits  were  made  during  the 
yeer.  In  1970  approximately  £426  was  paid  out  by  the  Committee  in  cash 
and  kind. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  mentioned  in  the  next  Section,  received 
a grant  of  £40  from  this  Committee, 

A grant  of  £22,50  was  made  towards  the  Chiropody  Service;  24  clinics 
were  held  and  over  500  treatments  v;ere  given  at  these  clinics  or  at  the 
patient’s  home, 

400  Christmas  parcels  were  given  to  the  elderly  people  and 
handicapped  children  and  to  former  inhabitants  now  resident  in  St. Marys 
and  St. Crispin  Hospitals. 

MEALS  ON  V/HEELS  SERVICE. 

Foray-one  meals  have  been  served  twice  a week  and  the  total  number 

of  meals  served  in  1970  was  3,424*  The  Service  is  administered  by  

the  W.R.V.S,  and  is  partially  subsidised  by  the  Town  Welfare  Committee, 

WOIiEN’S  ROYAL  VOLUNTARY  SERVICE. 

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  in  the  last  paragraph,  the  W.R.V.S. 
continue  to  administer  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  It  is  mainly  used  in 
taking  patients  to  and  from  Occupational  Therapy  Sessions, 

NA  TIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  1948  and  1 951  .-Section  47. 

These  Acts  empower  Local  Authorities  to  require  compulsory 
admission  to  hospital  in  certain  cabes  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention. 

I was  asked  to  consider  application  of  this  Section  in  three 
cases  during  1970  but  all  three  were  persuaded  to  enter  County  Welfare 
Residential  Accommodation  voluntarily. 

One  of  these  cases  was  subsequently  transferred  to  St,  Crispin 
Hospital.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  has  maintained  a good  supply 
of  vrater,  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  throughout  the  year.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  supply  were  made  by  the  Board  weekly  and  the  results 
were  very  satisfactory, 

FLUORIDE  COOTENT  OF  THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  contains  0.25  parts  of  naturally  occurring 
Fluorine  per  million  parts  of  water, 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A satisfactory  effluent  is  being  maintained. 

RATS  AW  lilCE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

The  house  refuse  tip  and  the  sewage  works  have  been  treated  during 
the  year  at  intervals.  Both  sites  have  been  kept  free  of  rats. 
of  the  sewer  manholes  in  the  District  have  been  treated,  all  with 
negative  results. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. -Collection  of  house  refuse  has 
been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year.  On  the  13th  July,  1970, 
I'larket  Harboro  .gh  U.D.C.  commenced  tipping  in  the  Pipewell  Road  tip 
and  from  that  time  they  have  provided  a full  time  tip  attendant 
properly  equipped  with  mechanical  aid.  As  was  anticipated,  conditions 
on  the  tip  are  greatly  improved, 

FACTORIES  ACT.  1961.  Forty- two  inspections  of  factories  were  made. 

The  total  number  of  outworkers  in  September,  1970  was  2,  all  engaged  in 
the  making  of  v/earing  apparel. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act, 

1961  are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report,

Eight  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  to  me  during  the 
year.

Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  Triple

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at 
the  County  Health  Department's  bi-monthly  clinics  at  Station  Road, 

POLIOMYELITIS 

This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine 
immunisation  in  infancy.  This  is  again  done  either  by  the  Family 
Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Department's  Clinics.  No  cases  occurred. 
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GASTRO.II^ESTINAL  DISE/iSES 


There  have  been  no  cases  of  Gas tro- Intestinal  diseases  due 
to  Dysenteric  organisms.  One  case  of  Salmonellosis  (Salmonella  Panama), 
was  notified  in  a boy  of  six  years  in  July.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PxREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS.  1925 

These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  the  year, 

II^LUENZA 

A large  number  of  cases  of  Influenza  occurred  in  the  town  during  December 
•'■^->.9  , This  high  incidence  of  Influenza  was  part  of  a nation-wide 
epidemic  and  a significant  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  for  the 
time  of  the  year  was  observed  in  the  week  before  Chirstmas.  The 
peak  was  reached  in  the  first  week  of  the  New  Year  and  the  incidence 
gradusLlly  subsided. 

The  usual  symptoms  of  the  illness  were:-  fever,  cough,  headache, 
lethargy  and  aching  of  the  back  and  legs,  and  its  duration  was  commonly 
three  days. 

The  causative  organism  of  the  Influenza  epidemic  has  been  isolated
